Claims 1-85 are pending in this application. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-39, drawn to a method of calculating the per logging interval cost 
of a utility, classified in class 705, subclass 412. 

II. Claims 40-79 & 81-82, drawn to a rate engine for use in a utility 
distribution system and a system for calculating the per logging interval 
cost of a utility, classified in class 705, subclass 412. 

III. Clairn 80. drawn to a rate engine implemented on a computer, classified in 
class 705, subclass 412. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons:
